THE NEW JAPANESE POSSESSION. 


The question of Saghalien has remained in 
suspense for more than fifty years ; in fact, 
it is a very “old quarrel.” Prior to 1856 
Saghalien was called Kara‘uto by the Japa- 
nese, and was thea exclusively iuhabited by 
Nippons and Chinese. It was a navigator from 
the Rising Sun, Mania Rimo, who first, in 
the year 1804, located its safe anchorages, 
which had, however, already been roughly 
noted by the Frenchman, La Perouse, in 1777. 
So far back as 1856 the Japanese protested 
against a convention which was ratified 
and executed in 1859 in virtue of which 
the Saghalien Island was shared between 
Japan and Russia, the 50th parallel of latitude 
forming the limiting of the zones of inflrence. 
Later, in 1575, under the treaty of St. 
Petersburg, the Japanese part of the island 
also became Russia’s property, in exchange 
for the mediocre archipelago of the Kuriles, 
the yield of which is nil from an economical 
point of view, and on that occasion Japan 
lodged another protest. Saghalien is situated 
to the north of Japan, a strait dividing it from 
Yeso. The Russians converted it into a 
penitentiary colony, where the convicts and 
their issue number about 30,000. They were 
given the charge of colonising the island, a 
task that they performed with as little eager- 
ness as success. The natives are very primi- 
tive and very wild, bat at the same time quite 
‘harmle:s ; they are known by the nameof the 
Giliaks and the Ainos ; and they camp along 
the large rivers of the island. that is to say, 
the T'yme and the Peronsi. The width of 
Saghalien varies between sixteen and 140 
miles, bat so long is the island (over 650 
miles) that its area equals the sixth part of 
France, or about 46,000 sqaare miles. The 
island is particularly wealthy in gold, silver, 
timber, amber, iron, plumbagine, fars, coal, 
and petroleam deposita, the latter being more 
extensive than those of the United States, and 
itis now known that the petroleam springs 
found in the vicinityof the Nooteva river, 


wo} which is one of the main streams of the 


island, are more important than those of Baku, 


of Saghalien, they are the masters of the 
fishing in the northern seas of the Far East ; 
aud, with excellent ground, professors and 
journalists in Japan affirm that Ssghalien 
will bea much greater advantage to them 
than it was to the Rossians. Already the 
specialists, such as Professor Tonizu, foresee 
that Japan’s annual profits from the fisheries, 
which has hitherto amounted to £300,000, will 
rise at once to about £1,200,000, and that 
later, when full attention has been given to 
pisiculture, it will be easy> to get a revenue 
exceeding £8,000,000 a year. There is leas 
exaggeration than one might suppose in these 


Although the island is covered with snow 
for so long évery year, and during July ice is 
atill found at a distance less than one yard - 
from the surface of the earth, the Ja; 
were especially anxious to take » bee 
cause fish is the national food in RO and 
since the beginning of the war they had to get 
it from the Formosa and Indo-China coasts. 
And Japan is not naturally a rich country ; its 
principal agricultaral products are rice, mul- 
berries, vegetables, and indigo in limited 
quantities ; and so poor is the soil that it re- 
quires more manure than that of any other 
country in the world. Consequently, fish is not 
simply one of the chief foods of the Japanese, 
bat it supplies them with an excellent fertilis- 
ing material for their fields. In olden times the 
Japanese agricalturists to enrich their lands 
and ricefields made use of bean shells, which 
were imported from the ports of China and 
Koreas, Shanghai, and Chefoo, Fusan and 
Chemulpho. The bean manure had the. ad- 
vantage of being very cheap, its cost being 
only afifthof the price of the fish manure, 
bat the latter has a chemical power incom- 
parably stronger, sad the fields amended by 
its employment yield very rich crops, so that 
ths most sceptical Japanese, having been 
taught by experience during the war against 
China, are now convinced that it is advan- 
tageous touse fish fertiliser, in ges of its 
higher price. In past times, fish used to 
come in great number on the shores and in 
the Japanese rivers, and could be easily in 
tared. The Yoso island was 
famous for ita fish, bat those fine ase 
are gone, for salmon have little by little 
deserted the rivers owing to the irrational 
and immoderate fishing. The herring mg 
abandoned the brady rrvas waters, having 
doubtedly been frightened by the oats, 


_| which became more and more numerous. 


They like pares re ‘dislike noise, and -

to make a whole shoal Laces bee ghee 
it had taken up its quarters. All this, however, 
does not mean that fish are scarce in the seas 
and rivers of Japan, bat they are sensibly 
fewer than in the past. Fish, on the other hand, 
are more numerous than ever in the Russian 
seas of the Far East. In Kamtchatka they - 
arrive in shoals so compact that they have 
been known to capsize boata on their passage. 

In the bays, which are so numerous on the 
continent, the natives catch fish in abundance, 
which, being dried in the sun and stored, 
sapply them with food daring the winter ; and 
at Saghalion, at the time” the salmon reascend 
the rivers, they sre so numerous that the 
natives are otten able to catch them with the 
hand, aud shoals of herring are occasionally 
stranded on the shore. 

The fisheries of Sagbalien are so important 
that they require the presence in the town of 
Korsakovsk of a Japanese Consul, whose rile 
is rather difficult, for he has very often to 
solve most delicate questions. Each year 
between 5,000 and 6,000 Nippon fishermen are 
ocoupied:daring the season, and there are 250 
fisheries in exploitation yielding salmon, trout, 
and herrings. Round the Consulate each year 
are grouped a certain number of representatives 
of the firms of Hakodate, Otaro, and even of 
Yokohama. The last boat leaving the Sagha- 
lien waters before they are closed by the ice 
brings back the whole colony home. ‘The fish- 
eries.are managed by Japanese, and two among 
the more important belong, one to Mr, Damby, 
who is an Anglo-Saxon, and the other to an 
ex-convict. What makes the wealth of the 
managers of the fisheries is, above all, the 
herrings. Had the Japanese been compelled 
to give ap abruptly the fishing of the Sag- 
halien salmon the consequences would have 
been very unfortunate, but the loss of the 
right of herring fishing would have been 
almost dissstrous to them, and the stroke 
to the Japanese industries would have been 
a real calamity. In such case, the moat 
important Hakodate firms, and even those 
of the whole of the Yeso island, would be 
ruined, and the whole of Japan would suffey

CUSTOMS RETURNS FOR JUNE. 


The Customs returns for Jano, 1905, have 
just been published. The statistics of the im- 
ports and exports recorded at the five custom- 
houses of Alexandria, Port Said, Suez, Da- 
mietta, and Kosseir, show that the total va'ue 
of the imports of last month amounted to 
LE. 1,452,898, against LE. 1,427,029 in the 


corresponding month of the previous year) 


while the export totals showed a very large 
increase, L.B. 1,316,611 against L.E. 998,088 
in 1904, an increase of L.E. 318,523. 

Taking tho fignres for the first six months 
of the preset year we find that the total 
value of the imports reached L.E. 9,427,286, 
against L.B. 8,680,095 during the correspond- 
ing months of 1904, showing the large increase 
of LE. 747,191. This increase is. more than 
bslanced by the falling off in exports, the 
figures for the first half of the present year 
being L.B. 9,609,952, against LE. 11,055,749 
in the first half of 1904, a difference of L.B 
1,445,797 in favor of the corresponding 
period of the past year. 

British imports, in which we include imports 
from the Mediterranean possessions of Great 
Britain, amount to L.E. 506,446, inclading 
tobacco, agsinst L.E. 452,275 in June, 1904, 
giving the gratifying increase of L.B. 54,171, 
while the exports amount to L.E. 512,435 in 
value, against LE. 470,650 in June, 1904. 

During the first six months, January to 


Juze inclusive, of 1905, imports from Great 
Britain reached a total value of LB, 3,234,204, 
an increase of L.E. 235,182 on the figures 
for the corresponding period in'1904, but the 
decrease in exports to Great Britain is even 
more marked, amounting as it does to LB. 
701,342. In comparing the import figures of 
the various Powers which have important 
commercial relations with Egypt we notice a 
considerable increase in British imports both 
during the past month and in the first six 
months of the year. As for the other Powers, 
their import figures show a slight decrease 
for June, 1905, in the case of Germany, Aus- 
tria-Hungary, Russia, and Turkey, an increase 
of over 12% in the case of Italy, and slightly 
improved figures for America, Belgium, France, 
and Greece. For the first six months of the 
year imports showed increases in almost every 
case, the figures for France, LE. 1,025,631 
against LE. 849,939 in the period January 1— 
June 30, 19.4, showing the most remarkable 


growth. 


The increase of exports during the past 


month is well marked in the case of England 
(+ LE. 41,784), Germany (+ LE. 59,556), 
France, America, and Austria-Hungary. Recent 
events in the Black Sea have no doubt caused 
the decrease in Russian exports and importa in 
June, In tha first six months of 1905 England 
comes first in the export list, followed by 
Germany and France, in the order given, but 
Turkey is the only country having important 
commercial relations with Egypt, the exports 
to which during the above period of 1905 
exceed those of the corresponding period of 1904, 


NILE NAVIGATION. 


Although nothing definite has been decided 


with regard to the rumoured amalgamation of 
the Anglo-American Nile Steamer and Hotel 
Company with the Hamburg-Amerika Line, 
we have reason to believe that there is every 
probability that the fusion will be carried 
through.

EGYPTIAN MINING. 


se 


The following article, which appeared in the 
“Financier,” shows the growing interest i 
Egyptian mining : —‘T'be country stretching 
from the Nile to the Red Sea was regarde? 
until a few yaars ago by offisialdom in Egypt 
as a vast, worthless, sandy desert. “Tho 
appearance of the miner has changed this. Pens: 
trating into that uakuowa region stretching: 
from Kosseir on the Red Sea to the Galf of 
Berenice—a distance of soma 200 miles—he 
found it to comprise a mountainous range of 
country that had been at former periods 
extensively mined by the ancients. Other 
mining centres have since been discovered in 
the remote regions of the Sadan, but from his- 
torical research and the many sdrface indica- 
tions of former mining activity,the true belt of 
mining country from which the vast quantitie: 
of gold wete obtained by the ancients, wonld 
appear to be associated with that stretch of 
mountainons country comprised in the 200 
niiles area above indicated. 

‘Official Egypt has, therefore, to thank the 
minor for bringing to light what portends to be 
the greatest source of wealth the country pos- 
eaases. ‘I'he recognition by the Government of 
this potentiality isexemplified by the establish- 
ment of an offitial mining department under 
the administration of a qualified mining 
engineer. ‘This was not done without carefal 
investigation, ‘The time has now arrived when 
it can be said that Egyptian mining bas _firm- 
ly established itself. It has-gone through the 
nsual category of pessimism and distrust, prin- 
cipally due to the initial unfortunate associa- 
tion of irresponsib!e promotions in bringing the 
industry to the notice ofthe public. This is 
now completely changed, and strong groups of 
capitalists are gradually placing these mines 
apon an assured and strong foundation. 

“Tt will, therefore, ba of interest to adumbrate 
the progress that has been made, particularly 
having regard to the increasing interest on the 
part of the public, which it is anticipated will 
inthe autamn become the most pronounced 
feature of the Mining Markets. 

“One of the featares of Egyptian mining is 
the firm hold tha Government has taken over 
theindastry. Under the regulations Jaid down 
by the Mining Department no companies can 
bg formed to float off individual mines until] 
the Department has passed the statements to 
be made as to capitalisation and the goneral 
condition of the work done has been inspected 
by the Government’s Inspector of Mines. This, 
of course, cannot ba taken as any assurance of 
the ultimate success of the mine asa gold pro- 
_ ducer or a dividend payer, for no adminis- 
trative skill or regalations can vouchsafe any- 
thing of this kiad, but it will give the invest- 
ing public the assarance that at least there is 
a prima facie case for the expenditure of capital 
based npon the initial indications of the deve- 
lopment. Having regard tothe blunders—not 
to put too fing a point on it—that character- 
ised the innumerable fiotations in other fields, 
this solicitude on the part of the Government 
will, when. daly appreciated by the public, 
bring some measure of confidence to mining, 
which is sorely lacking in other fields at the 
present time. 

“The Um Rus mine is the most advanced 
in development and equipment of the Egyptian 
mines, though it is not, at present, the largest 
gold-producer. Its favorable location, close to 
the Red Ses, has enormously facilitated the 
rapid development of this mine. The company 
possesses its own steamer, which runs regular- 
ly between the harbour of Imbarak (from which 
the mine is only a few miles distant) and Suez, 
and supplies are regularly brought down at a 
saving of tims and cost which gives it an im- 
mense advantige over those mines located near 
the Nile. The mine is at present developed 
down to the 450-ft level, opening up about 
9,000 tons of ore, the average yalue being from 

15 to 18 dwts per ton fromthe mill over an 
average width of 22 ins. 

“Having ragard to the latest advices, indicat- 
ing an increase of width and yalue, and tbe 
fature policy of the directorate to vigorously 
push on with development irrespective of any 
other consideration, and to keep the issued 
capital at its present eum, a handsome retarn 
should at no distant date be made to the share- 
holders.

M. WITTE AND THE CAUSES 
OF THE WAR. 


M. Witte, who sailed from Cherbourg by 8 
German liner on Wednesday, was precaded to 
Paris by interesting telegrams from thé French 
correspondents in St. Petersburg. One of them, 
M. Gaston Leronx, of the “Matin,” states that 
the Russian plenipotentiary has finally received 
the mission to make light of certain difficulties, 
even that ofa war indemnity, if he can only 
arrange an alliance with Japan. It is now 
agreed that a peace which would imply a treaty 
of alliance could in no wise be regarded as 
ignominions, Allied with Japan Russia would 
still hold her own in the Far East, and this 
idea, broached by M. Witte, has so delighted 
the Government, ssys M. Leronx, that the 
question of offering Japan a war indemnity is 
no longer considered insurmountable. The poassi- 
bility of coming to terms with England later 
on is regarded as f:asible and logical. 

The information of the St. Petersburg corre- 
spondent of the ‘“Matin” would appear more 
startling if it were not for the revelations 
made by the “Revue de Paris” ia a re- 
markable article on the exact origin of 
the Russo-Japanese war. On the eve of M. 
Witte’s arrival |in Paris, where he met 
M. Ronvier, with whom, as, Minister of 
Finance, he has long been in intimate relations, 
the statements it contains assume increased 
interest. The object of this article, which 
although published anonymously emanates 
from a source which no one will mistake, is to 
show how absurd the present war is and to 
prepare the way"for~peace. The traditional 
and rational policy of Russia in the Far East 
has always been to maintain a good under- 
standing with China. That is why 11 years 
ago she intervened in favor of China when 
she was crushed by Japan. She then affirmed 
and obtained the acceptance by Enrope of the 
principle of the ‘integrity of China. A year 
after China had ¢ontracted a loan guaranteed 
by Russia to pay|the war indemnity, a formal 
treaty of defensive alliance between Russia 
and Chins was contracted at Moscow. This 
treaty of May 22, 1896, stipulates that, in 
case of aggression by Japan against Russia, 
China, or Koreas, Russia and China will lend 
each other mutual support and that neither 
ally will negotiate separately. The Trans-

The flagrant contradiction dsatwaen those two 
documents is obvious, says the writer in the 
“Rovae de Paris.”

Emperor went to Russia. After a review given 
in his honor, a3 the two Emperors were 
driving back alone to the Palace, William II. 
suddenly said to the Tsar that he hoped the 
latter would see no objection to a German 
fleet going to Kisochau to avenge some German 
missionaries : and he added that he on. his 
part would willingly see Russia establish her- 
self at Port Arthur. The Tsar, taken unawares, 
replied courteously without giving formal 
assent to the proposal, but the tenor of his 
reply was rather ‘favorable: than the reverse, 
The arrival at the palace out short the con- 
yersation, which was not renawed. Immediately 
apon his return to Berlin the Emperor despatch- 
ed the German fleet to Kiso-chav. Count 
Maravieff was then Russian Minister for 
Foreign Affaira. A Cabipet Council was, held 
early in November, at which, besides the Tsar 
and this Minister, there were present General 
Vannovaky, Minister of War, Admiral Tyrtoff, 
Minister of Marine, and M. Witte.

London, July 21. 


Woleey’s latest successor at Esher Place is 
the younger son of a Sussex Baronet, eleventh 
in line, and is himself Sir Edgar by virtue of 
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the K.C.M.G. which, in 1837, set the stamp 
of his Sovereign’s approval upon his public 
services. The youngster, who put in his five 
years with the Coldstreams, had qualified for 
a student-Dragomanship at ‘Constant.” before 
he joined them. When he left them, it was to 
give ‘I'urkey and Egypt the benefit of his 
natural turn for finance, and the Financial 
Adviser of the Egyptian Government was 
naturally indicated for the control of the 
Imperial Ottoman Bauk, Sir Edgar has since 
become Lord Peversham’s soh-in-law, and M.P. 
for Exeter. He is probably the’ only racing 
man Who has supplied the University of 
Athens with a book, in the shape of a modern 
Greek grammar.

No Englishman likes the idea of old heroes 
having to make place for new, whatever be 
their comparative importance. But, behind the 
problem raised by the Dean of Westminster’s 
proposal to remove the statue of Captain 
Cornewall from the Abbey in order to find 
room for a memorial to Lord Salisbury, there 
looms the bigger question of the overcrowding 
of a noble buildiog. We think it will be gener. 
ally agreed that the Abbey is disfigured by 
its abandance of statues, In every quarter 
they obsoure the grand lines of the architec- 
ture, and prevent us from properly appreciat- 
ing its immense dignity. Some of them are far 
from beautifal, many are paltry and common. 
Yet they represent the builders of England. 
Are we and the generations to come to snffer 
them to remain undisturbed for the sake of 
what they mean to the country} Or must we 
replace some by others more in sccordance 
with our own notions of beauty, and of more 
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more of this when they resume their denuncia- 
tions of Mr, Chamberlain. 

We are glad to see that in the City strong 
poser are to be taken with the hooligan 
youths who jeopardise the lives of passengers on 
the Thames steamboats by throwing stones from 
the bridges. Yesterday Sir H. Davies fined two 
young roffians of seventeen years of age the full 
penalty, and promised them a month's impri- 
sonment with hard labour if the money was not 
forthcoming. At. Westminster, Mr. Curtis 
Bennett gave some younger lads “a good 
lecture.” It would have been better if the 
admonition had taken the form of the birch-rod, 
for these disgraceful practices should be put 
down with a strong hand. Only the other day, 
at Putney, 8 young woman was severely out in 
the face by a stone let down on a string. It is 
thus that the hooligans conserve their weapons,

A well-known omnibos company has just 
issued a stringent regulation prohibiting drivers 
from conversing with the passengers en route.

There are times when the streets are compara- 
tively empty, and the drivers may relax their 
vigilance to say a few words without much fear 
of the consequences. One of the great attrac- 
tions of a ride on the top of an omnibus has 
been the chance of having a chat with the 
driver and hearing a few original comments on 
passing objecta. As a class, omnibus drivers 
are a very intelligent and interesting set of men.

We predict the greater 
success for the scheme of the Lancashire and 
Yorkshire Company; who are ranning special 
trains on Bank and other holidays for pas- 
sengers anfit to go by the ordinary ones. Be- 
fore we rid ourselves of an intolerable objeo- 
tion to travelling, however, the plan must be 
extended till every train boasts a compartment 
reserved for the dranken, and tho officials are 
given strictorders to see that they deposit 
themselves in none other, — 


Many interesting things are being raised 
from the Armada treasure-ship in Tobermory 
Bay, though we do not hear much about the 
treasure yet. The latest curiosity to see the 
light after three handred years of submarine 
dark:ess iv the bronze breech-block of a cannon. 
It still c n‘ains a charge of gunpowder, and, 
with that undisturbed, would form a valuabie 
additiin to many English and Scottish 
musoums. We cannot say what the intention 
is with regard to theze relics, but it strikes one 
as highly important that they should be pre- 
served for the public, and, if possible, kept 
together and exhibited in one place instead of 
being scattered over many. The dispersal of 
the Nelson relics not long since was a Jament- 
able spectacle from the patriotic point of view. 
It would be a thousand pities if the Armada 
relics were to follow them. England has a clear 
moral right to these remnants of a long-lost 
glory, jast as Spain has a clear moral right to 
the bones of her sailors—probably she would 
not accept anythirg else if it were offered. 
Snpposing that the treasure be found, it would 
ba « graceful act to apply some little of it to 
sending the vestiges of mortality back to the 
country which gave them being, leaving to 
Spain the duty of providing them with suitable 
memorial. 


VICTORIA FALLS. 


PROGRESS OF THE ZAMBESI RAILWAY. 


The correspondent of a London contemporary 
writes as follows from Victoria Falls :— 

The season has been so remarkably dry that 
it enables s close examination to be made of 
the wonderfal gorge, which is usually invisible 
owing tothe cloud of spray from the Falls, 
The effect defies description. The Zambesi 
above the Falls is a stretch of blue water, 
island-flecked, narrowing toa mile in breadth 
at the point where the whole river hurls itself 
into a fissure 400 feet deep. 

Opposite is a cliff one hundred yards distant, 
and practically level with the top of the Falls, 
covered with rich tropical vegetation, which is 
constantly watered by the spray, rising even 
now to a height visible ata distance of eight 
miles. This ridge of level surrounding country 
is broken at oné place, 25 yards wide at the 
bottom, through which the whole volume of the 
river dashes slong the gorge, winding back on 
itself for a distance of 45 miles, 

The railway crosses the bridge at the first 
bend, being 390 feet above the water, and 
having s single span of 500 feet. The depth of 
the water is not known at present, bat it excesds 
60 feet. The new hotel stands ona point at 
the second bend, commanding two lengths of 
the gorge, each being roughly €00 yards in ex- 
tent. The construction of the railway north of 
the Falls is rapidly being pushed forward. The 
laying of the track is prooceding at an average 
rate of two miles a day, unless the supply of 
material from the coast should happen tobe 
delayed. — 

I have just returned from the head of the 
railway, 100 miles north of the Falls, and 20 
miles beyond Kalomo. The line runs through 
endless forests, interspersed with stretches of 
vieis, a dry yellow grass growing higher than 
the head. The course of the line is from ten
